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I: Claims 1-6 directed to an edge -illuminated sign. 
II: Claims 7-15 directed to a mounting device. 

Claim 1 relates to the problem of making the figures appear on 
signs with large relief effect and strong luminescent effect. 
This problem is solved by using a laser beam, which creates a 
screen pattern from scanning a line pattern and modulating the 
frequency that controls the amplitude of the input power to 
the laser. 

Claim 7 relates to the problem of mounting signs in a flexible 
way. This problem is solved by a mounting device 
with a pair of interacting moulding strips. 
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
